You will oblige by referring me to the section of law under which the inscription “In God 
we trust” is place upon the silver dollar. There was an authority at one time given, I presume 
before the Act of 1873 but I cannot find it. Of course this act, by demeriting the Silver Dollar 
withdraw any authority for such an inscription, and the act of 1878 reviving the dollar provides 
only for the devices in the Act of 1837; and the Revised Statutes 3517 say nothing about it. 
Possibly the authority is in some later act.
